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@ Hold Over Old Wheat for Poultry— 

Shortly after harvesting operations 
commence each year, the Poultry 
Branch and the Provincial Veterinary 
Laboratory receive numerous enquir- 
ies regarding sick and dying poultry. 
Many of these birds are found to be 
suffering from Enteritis, as a result 
of fecding newly th:eshed wheat tak- 
en from the separator or combine. 

Unless wheat is allowed to age for 
at least thirty days bfore it is fed to 
disturbance 

The larg- 
er the percentage of green kerneés in 
the wheat, the more acute will be the 
situation and the higher the mortali- 
ty. 

@ B. C. Asks help with Fruit Harvest 

Women workers between the ages 
of 18 and 45 are needed for fruit pick- 
ing in British Columbia, and Alberta 
women are being asked to assist in 
this work. The immediate need is 
for berry pickers, but tree fruit pick- 
ers may be required later. 

Going dates are between June 12th. 
and July 20th. Workers who go to 
British Columbia under orders of the 
National Selective Service will have 
their fares paid from their home stat- 
ions to points in British Columbia. 
Return transpotation will be provided 
for the sum of $5.00 between Sept- 
ember 15th. and October 31st. provid- 
ing the receipt obtained with the go- 
ing ticket is presented. 

In rural areas, those interested in 
this work may apply to the nearest 
District Agriculturist who will be able 
to supply information.

News of the progress of 

is anxiously awaited. 
More and more it is being realized 
that the real sacrifices are being 
made by the youth of this generation. 
More and more earnestly Post-war 
plans are being worked out to give 
those who return not charity and not 
cheers alone but the opportunities 
they will have so nobly won for re- 
establishing themselves. The hope is 
that the misery, suffering and grim- 
ness of war can be replaced by the 
glamour and happiness of building a 
better civilization for all. 

In case there is a general election 
called an Act is being passed to give 
everyone in uniform the privilege of 
casting a secret vote. Those who are 
prisoners of war will be able to vote 
by proxy. The time at which the re- 
turning officer for each electoral dis- 
trict will add up the number of votes 
cest for the several candidates shall 
not be earlier than Tuesday the eighth 
day after polling lay. This is to pro- 
vide time for the special returning 
officers to count the votes cast by 
War service electors. 

“Official nominating day will be 28 
days before polling day”. 

Those in the Canadian Legion War 
Services, the Y. M. C. A., Salvation 
Army, Knights of Columbus, news ser 
vice and all auxillary services will be 
provided with ballots. Convalescing 
and Hospital patients, nurses, attend- 
ants and Staff officers are all includ- 
ed. 

The voter will be given a_ ballot. 
When he has marked it in secret he 
places it in an inner plain envelope. 
This is then placed in an outer envel- 
ope so there can be no identification. 

About one week after woting day 
the Chief Electoral officer shall noti- 
fy the returning officer of each dis- 
trict as to the number of votes cast 
for each candidate by the War elect- 
ors. This number shall then be en- 
tered as if it were a return from a 
poll by a deputy returning officer. 

All the plans were reviewed by a 
Committee of all parties of the House 
and this group were all convinced 
that the arrangements were the best 
possible.

—W. P. T. B. ITEMS— 
Canada Shares With Prisoners— 

With the ten millionth Red Cross 
Prisoner of War parcel going out 
from the Toronto packing centre this 
week, Canada listed vast quantities 
of food supplies sent to her sons now 
prisoners of war. From only one, of 
five such centres went 10 million Ibs. 
of butter, 10 million pounds of jam, 
five million pounds of canned salmon, 
five million pounds of sugar, thous- 
ands of pounds of tea and coffee, pli 
chocolate bars, packages of raisins, 
tinned meat, packages of biscuits 
and soap in the millions. 

This, say Prices Board officials, is 
one answer to the queries about con- 
trolled distribution, and rationing of 
food at home. 

Eggs are “Gold” to Boys in Italy— 

Pte. George Sprunt writing from 
Italy to his mother in Toronto says, 
“You may be surprised to know that 
we pay for one egg 24 lires, and I 
must say that is quite dear for one 
egg.” Twenty-four lires for one hen's 
egg is $1.44 Canadian money (based 
on the approximate value of the Ital- 
ian lire just prior to outbreak of war 
in 1939). Then eggs sold in Italy for 
around half a lire each. Inflation in 
Itally has boosted the price of eggs to 
about $17.28 a dozen. That’s why our 
boys in Italy think hens lay golden 
eggs.

Trade Board zoot suits have been 
“out” for a considerable time and 
their manufacture is a breach of the 
law. 

Administrator’s Order A-207 speci- 
fies that the coat of a man’s suit can 
not exceed 29% inches for a size 38, 
and shall have no “trimmings”. No 
pair of trousers may have a width at 
the knee of more than 22% inches for 
a size 32 waist, and they must not 
have pleats or other flights of sartor- 
ial fancy.
